BEHRING SEA MATTERS. 
OTTAWA, Ont., Sept. 27.—A dispatch re- 
ceived here from Lord Ripon, Colonial Secre- 
tary, London, Engiand, respecting the Behr- 
ing Sea matter, says: ‘‘With regard toa re- 
newal of the modus vivendi it will be seen 
from the convention under which it was ar- 
ranged that in the event of the arbitrators 
deciding against the claims of the United 
States with regard to the seal fishery, the 
Government of the United States have under- 
taken to compensate the British sealers for 
abstaining from exercising theirrights pend- 
ing arbitration,’’ 


FOREIGN NEWS. 
BOCIAL REVOLUTION URGED BY THE WORKING- 
MEN’S CONGRESS. 


MARSEILLES, Sept. 27.—The Workingmen’s 
Congress yesterday, when M. Guesdo an- 
nounced that he had heard that Herr Lieb- 
knecht would be expelled from France, at 
once elected him President as a protest 

ainst any such action on the part of the 
fzovernment, On taking the ‘chair Herr 
Liebknecht received an ovation. He said 
that he could not believe thatthe French re- 
public would ipcur such a stain, but he 
thanked the delegates for their confidence, 
One delegate having raised the question of 
Alsace-Lorraine, Herr Liebknect said: ‘‘Let 
us create our social republic; then the 
Alsace-Lorraine question will disappear. 
War would not solve the problem. The 
triumph of Socialism in France and Germany 
will alone solve it.’’ His remarks were re- 
ceived with cheers; ‘Tbe sitting closed at 
midnight. 


BOMBS EXPLODED. 

BO.LoGna, Italy, Sept. 27.—Two bombs ex- 
ploded outside the house of a bankerof this 
city yesterday. Subsequently there was dils- 
covered a large bomb charged with nitro- 
glycerine, the explosion of which, experts 
say, might have wrecked one-half of the 
city. Eighty persons living in Bologna and 
Payia and known to be anarchists have been 
arrested.

CONSPIRACY TO MURDER. 


The Emperor of China Marked for Assas- 
sination. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 27.—A sensation 
baving an international bearing has been 
developed by the capture of Leong Yeo,a 
Chinaman,in Detroit. A large number of 
documents in Chinese characters were found 
upon the person of Yeo and they were for- 


warded to Special Treasury Agent Whitehead 
in New York, where an investigation resulted 
in the following official report: 

**The inclosures of your letters have been 
submitted toan expert. in Chinese charac- 
ters, from whom it has been learned in each 
case that the documents are certificates of 
membership in Chinese societies. The small 

fece of cloth certified that Leong Yeo has 

ined a society called Leong Jow How 
ong, at San _ Francisco. The larger 
and more highl illuminated docu- 
ment tells a tale of conspiracy which 
will doubtless be _  interestin to the 
Emperor of China if known to that individ- 
wal. It explains, according to the expert, 
that a society exists in China having for its 
object the souaewn! Ye mearder of His High- 
mess the Emprror. The society is named Gee 
Hing. Its president is named Keong Hoo. 
The holder of this certificate is Leeng Yeo, 
and he was admitted to membership in 
China.

OLEAR AND STRONG. 


Cleveland’s Letter Accepting the Presi- 
dential Nomination. 


TARIFF REFORM IS STILL THE PURPOSE 
OF DEMOCRACY. 


The Candidate Stands Squarely on the 
Tariff Plank of the Chicago Platform— 
Willing to Be Judged by His Record as 
a Public Servent-The Force Bill an 
Important Issue. 


NEW YOrRK,Sept. 26.—Following Is the letter 
of. Grover Cleveland accepting the nomina- 
tion of the Democratic party for President of 
the United States: 

“a William L. Wilson and Others, Committee,

GENTLEMEN—In responding to your for- 
mal notification of my nomination to 
the Presidency by the National Democracy, I 
hope I may be permitted to say at the outset 
that continued reflection and observation 
have confirmed’*me in my adherence to the 
opinions which I have heretofore held and 
publicly declared touching the questions in- 
volved in the canvass. Thisisa time above 
allothers when these questions should be 
considered in the light afforded by a sober ap- 
prehension of the principles upon which our 
government is based and a clear understand- 
ing of the relation it bears to the people for 
whose benefit it was created. We shall thus 
be supplied with a test by which the value of 
any proposition relating to the malntenance 
and administration of our government can be 
ascertained and by which the justice and 
honesty of every political question can be 
judged. If doctrines or theories are pre- 
sented which do not satisfy this test, loyal 
Americanism must pronounce them false 
and mischievous. 

The protection of the people in the exclus- 
ive use and enjoyment oftheir property and 
earnings concededly constituted the especial 
purpose and mission of our free government. 
This design is so interwoven with the struct- 
ure of our plan of rule that failureto protect 
the citizenin such use and enjoyment, or 
their unjustifiable diminution by a govern- 
ment, itself is a betrayal of the people’s 
trust. We have, however, undertaken to 
build up a great nation upon a planespecially 
our own. To maintain it and to furnish 
through its agency the means for the accom- 
plishment of national objects, the American 
peopie are willing, through Federal taxation, 
to surrender a part of their earnings and in- 
come. Tariff legislation presents a familiar 
form of Federal taxation. Such legislation 
results as surely ina tax upon the dally life 
of our people as the tribute paid directly into 
the handof the tax-gatherer. We feel the 
burden of these tariff taxes too paipably to 
be persuaded by any sophistry that they do 
not exist, or are paid by foreigners. Such 
taxes, representing a diminution of the prop- 
erty rights of the neople, are only justifiable 
when laid and collected for the purpose of 
maintaining our government, and furnishing 
the means for the accomplishmert of its 
legitimate purposes and functions. This Is 
taxation under the operation of a tariff for 
revenue. Itaccords with the professions of 
American free institutions, and its justice 
and honesty answer the testsupplied by acor- 
rect appreciation of the principles upon which 
these institutions rest. Thistheory of tariff 
legislation manifestly enjoins strict economy 
in public expenditures and their limitation to 
legitimate public uses, inasmuch as it ex- 
hibits an absolute extortion and exaction, by 
way of taxation, fromthe substance of the | 
people, beyond the necessities of a careful | 
and proper administration of government. 

Opposed to this theory the dogma is now | 
boldly presented that tariff taxation is justi- | 
flable forthe express purpose and intent of 
thereby promoting especial interests and | 
enterprises. Sucha propositionis so clearly 
contrary to the spirit or our Constitution 
and so directly encourages the disturbance 
by selfishness and greed of partriotic senti- 
ment, that its statement would rudely shock 
our people if they had not already been 
insidiously allured from the safe landmarks 
of principle. Never have honest desire 
for national growth, patriotic devotion 
to country, and sincere regard for 
those who toil, been so betrayed to 
the support of a pernicious doctrine, 
In its behalf the plea that our in- 
fant industries should be fostered did service 
until discredited by our stalwart growth; 
then followed the exigencies of a terrible 
war which made our people heedless of the 
oLportunities of ulterior schemes afforded by 
their willing and patriotic payment of unpre- 
cedented tribute; and now, after a long 
period of peace, when our overburdened 
countrymen ask for relief and a restoration 
toa fullerenjoyment of their incomes and 
earnings, they are met by the claim that 
tariff taxation for the sake of protection is 
an American system, the continuance of 
which Is necessary inorder that high wages 
may be paid to workingmen and a home 
market be provided for our farm products. 

These pretenses should no longer deceive. 
The truthis that sucha systemis directiy 
antagonized by every sentiment of justice 
and fairness of which Americans are pre- 
eminently proud. It isalso truethat while 
our workingmenapnd farmers can, the least 
of all our people, defend themselves 
against the harder home life which such 
tariff taxation decrees, the workingman suf- 
fering from the importation and employment 
of pauper labor instigated by his professed 
friends, and seeking security for his interests 
in organized co-operation, still watts for a | 
division of the advantages secured to his em. | 
ployer under coverof a generous solicitude 
for his wages, while the farmeris learning | 
thattne prices ofhis products are fixed in 
foreign markets, where he suffers from a 
competition invited and built up by the sys- 
tem he is asked to support. 

The struggle for unearned advantage at 
the doors of the government tramples on the 
rights of those who patiently rely upon as. | 
surances of American equality. Every gov- 
ernmental concession to clamorous favorites 
invites corruption in political affairs by en- 
couraging the expenditure of money to de- 
bauch suffrage in support of a policy directly 
favorable to private and selfish gain. This in 
the end must strangle patriotism and weaken 
confidence in the rectitude of republican in- 
stitutions. Though the subject of tariff 
legislation involves aquestionof markets, it 
also involvesa question of morals. We can 
not with impunity permit injustice to taint 
the spirit of right and equity which !s the life 
of our republic; and we shall fail to reach our 
national destiny if greed and selfishness lead 
the way. 

Recognizing these truths, the national 
Democracy will seek, by the application of 
just and sound principles, to equalize to our 
people the blessings due them froin the Goy- 
ernment they support, to promote among 
our countrymen a closer community of inter 
ests cemented by patriotism and national 
pride, and to point out a fair fleld, where 
prosperous and diversified American enter- 
prise may grow anda thrive in the wholesome 
atmosphere of American industry, ingenuity 
and intelligence. 

Tarif reform is stillour purpose. Though 
we oppose the theory that tariff laws may be 
passed having for thetrobject the granting of 
discriminating and unfair governmental aid 
to private ventures, we wage no exterminat- 
ing war against any American interests. We 
believe a readjustment can be accomplished 
in actordance with the principles we profess’ 
without disaster or demoralization. We be- 
lieve that the advantages of freer raw ma- 
terial should be accorded to our manufac. 
turers and we contemplate a fair and careful 
distribution of necessary tari 
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Of our people is planning the destruction or 
injury of Americam interests, and we know 
they can not be frightened by the specter of 
impossible free trade. 

The administration and management of our 
Government depend upon popular will. Fed- 
eral power is the instrument of that will—not 
its master. Therefore the attempt of the op- 
ponents of Democracy to interfere with and 
contro) the suffrage of the States, through 
Federal agencies, devel®ps a design, which 
no explanation can miffwate, to reverse the 
fundamentaland safe rélations between the 
people andi their Gov ment. Such an at- 
tempt cannot fafl to be regarded by thonught- 
ful men as proof of a bold determination to 
secure the ascendancy of a discredited party 
in reckless disregard of.a expression of 
the popular will. To t such ascheme is 
an impulse of Democracy. At all times and

Pubiic officials are the nts of their peo- 
ple; it is therefore their ty to secure for 
those whom they represent the best and most 
efficient performance of public work. ‘This 
plainly can be best accomplished by regard- 
ing ascertained fitness im the selection of 
Government employes. These considera- 
tions alone are sufficient justification for an 
honest adherence to the letter and spirit of 
civilservice reform. There are, however,

Congressman Springer Dissects Some 
Republican Literature. 


THE TRADE CIRCULARS ON WOOL SENT 
OUT FROM PHILADELPHIA. 


A Tissue of Misstatements of Facts and 
Figures — Massachusetts Democrats 
Meet in Stats Convention—Wiscons‘'n 
Apportionment Declared Void-—Hill’s 
Program me—General Political News. 


JACKSONVILLE, Ill., Sept. 27.—There was a 
great gathering of Democracy in Morgan 
County to-day to hearthe Hon. William M. 
Springer of Springfield. The Gay was fine 
and the outpouring wasin keeping with the 
beautiful September day. 

Upon being introduced to his audience Mr. 
Springer devoted his time exclusively to the 
consideration of the tariff. Referring to re- 
cent trade circulars issued by Justice, Bate- 
man & Co., a firm of wool dealers in Philadel- 


phia, Mr. Springer said: 


I have recently had placed in my hands several so- 
called trade circulars r:cently issued by ea firm of 
wool merchants in Philadelphia, known as Justice, 
Bateman &£Co. These circulars are evidently in- 
epired and perhaps sent out by the National Repub- 
lican Committee as campaign documents. They 
have a very innocent appearance. I desire tocall 
special attention to these so-called trade circulars, 
Thecircular of Aug. 20, 1892, and that of July 2U, 
1892, give a table showing comparative prices 
of the same grade of wool in London and 
in the United States since 1868, the high tariff on 
wool having been enacted in 1867, Thistable shows 
that upon an average the American wool during the 
past twenty-five years sold at 51 per cent higher 
than the same grade of Australian wool in 
London, This. statement without fouan- 
dation in fact and has been prepared 
as a partisah document for the purpose of 
aiding the Republican partyin its efforts to retain 
the high protective duty on wool and woolen goods. 
To showthe utter unreliability of this tabie I only 
need refer to the fact that American prices between 
1668 and 1878, before specie payments were re- 
sumedinthis country are given in American cur- 
reacy, then depreciated from 33 per cent down to 
par, when specie oe cg were resumed. 

For instance in Juue, 1868, the currency price of 
Ohio meaium washed woo! inthe United States was 
60 cents a pound, while the gold price was ony 40 
cents a pound, showing a depreciation of one-third 
and even in December, 1875, the depreciation was 
12 per cent. No statistician desiring to afford 
bear comparisons upon 
currency prices in this country and _  goid 
prices in Europe during that time. This fact of itself 
utterly discredits this firm and shows that their 
statements are of a purely partisan character, circu- 
lated for partisan purposes; but this is not all, their 
statementis utterly untrue and must have been 


*known to them as untrue when it was published. 


During the last session of Congress, as Chairman 
of the Committee on Ways and Means, I called upon 
the Chie of the Bureau of Statistics of the Treasury 
Department, who referred me to the Superintend¢ns 
of the Census Bureau for information upon this 
subject: I had asked for a statement showing the 
prices of the® sane quality of wool in the 
United States and in Europe since 1867. I was in- 
formed by the special ageut of the census that the 
grade of Austraiian wool known as Port Phillip 
fleece, when washed, most nearly corresponds with 
the Ohio medium washed wool, and that the quota- 
tions upon these wools should be studied to ascer- 
tain the relative London and Boston prices of wool 
atany given time. 

This special agentfurnished mein his official 
capacity as the agent ofthe Census Office, witha 
table showing quotations ofthe average prices in 
Boston of Ohio medium wooi, and the average prices 
in London of Port Phillip fleece from 1888 to 1890, 
both being washed wools. I causedan average: to 
be made of these prices by an expertin the Treasury 
Department and the result shows that 
for the whole twenty-five years the average of 
the Ohio wool was : cents a pound 
and the average of the Port Phillip fleece was 41.04, 
showing a difference in favor of American wool of 
only .44 of 1 per cent. Butduring two of these 
years, 187] and 15872, there was sucha wiid specu- 
lation in wool in this country and in Europe, the 
market haviug been cornered, as it were, by specu- 
lators, that the quotations for these years were 
worthless so far as comparisons are concerned and 
so faras showing the course of legitimate business 
transactions. 

1 caused another average to be prepared leaving 
out these two years, and the result showed that dur- 
ing the past twenty-five years since the high protec- 
tive tariff on wool was enacted, the average on the 
annual price of the Port Phillip fleece was 40.52 
cents a pound, while the price of the Ohio was only 
40.26 cents a pound, showing a difference in favor 
of the foreign wool of .26 of 1 cent, or over a quarter 
ofa centa pound less than foreign wool of like 
qualitv. This table is printed oa page 41 of Report 
No. 50l of the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of ware and is the only ofticial 
statement of this kind in existence. It has the 
sanction of the Government of the United States 
and was furnished by Government officers, who are 
yretectionists and interested in maintaining 
1igh duties upon wool and woolen 
They did not and could not 
to furnish me in my official capacity with false re- 
ports. Their statement and figures are poag epteny | 
true, and were and are uncontradicted so far as 
Know, except by the statement of Justice, Bateman 
& Co., to which I have referred. In view of these 
facts I denounce this statement of Justice, Bateman 
~ i utterly faise and partisan, and unworthy of 

elief. 

Several other circulars have been issued by this 
Philadelphia firm all reiterating the statement of 
the table published Aug. 20. In the statement of 
Sept.1,1892,this tirm refert othe bill which I had the 
honor to introduce in the House of Representatives 
and which passed that body during the last session 
and state that if passed into law it woula 
largely increase the imports of shoddy into this 
country, even fixing the amount of such tmereaces at 
50, 000,000 pounds annually. This statement is also 
without foundation infact. The bill which I intro- 
duced placed wool ofalikinds on the free list but 
fixed a tariff on shoddy of 25 per cent ad valorem. 

Now it is preposterous to assert that our American 
manufacturers woul impor shoddy and pay a duty 
of 25 percent upon it when they could import wool 
free. But the effort made bv this firm to show 
that the bill which passed the House of Kepresenta- 
tives would encourage the useofseoddy serves the 
purpose of calling attention to the fact thatitis not 
neeessary to enact a law in this country to encourage 
the use of that product; the statistics fur- 
nished the Committee on Ways and Means during 
the Inst session by the Census Bureau show that the 
production of shoddv inthe United States has in- 
creased at an enormous rate. Between 1560 and 
1870 the shoddy production of this country in- 
creased 339 per cent; between 1870 and 1880 the 
increase was 200 per cent and between 1880 and 
1890 the increase was 88 percent, the -preduct for 
1890 having been valued at over $9,000,000. 

There were 61, ; pounds of eer used 
in the manufacture of woolen goods during the cen- 
sus yous of 1890, and this amount ef shoddy had a 
cloth producing capacity equai to that of 26, ,000 
sheep, Or more than half the sheep in the United 
States. It also appears that the woolen goods 
produced inthe United States for the last census 
year contain only 45 parts of pure wool and 55 parts

- eR ce ne _— a 
FARMERS JUBILANT. 

The Corn Crop Now Beyond Danger 
From Frost. 


The reports that have been received from 
the corn belt are most encouraging. Nearly 
all the crop is late, and it was feared that 
an early frost might prove destructive, 
The weather of the last two 


weeks has in nearly all cases removed this 
danger. After a certain point there {ts no 
damage that can be done by frost, and the 
safety line has now been about reached. The 
crop will not equal that of last year by 
about 400,000 bushels, according to the 
estimates made, but nearly all now 
growing will be harvested in good condition. 
In many of the flooded distriets planting was 
greatly aelayed, and it was feared that no 
crop at all would be matured. While this ts 
true in some sections,a much greater amount 
will be harvested than was anticipated six 
weeks ago, this being due to the exceedingly 
favorable weather conditions.

Bandmaster Freudenvoll Discusses the 
Plan—The Gilmore Funeral Train Re- 
ceived by a Tremendous Gathering in 
New York—Mrs. Gilmore Consents toa 
Military Funeral—A Benefit Proposed. 


Leader C, W. Freudenvoll of the Gilmore 
Band, assisted by Librarian Clayton of that 
organization, will most probably soon offer 
to st. Loulsans a musical programme for one 
day at the Ex. that will be full of interest 
and possessed of rather a touchnig sentiment. 

It is proposed that there be a ‘‘Gilmore 
Day’’ set apart in memory of the dead leader 
“Of the ‘‘Gilmore Hundred,’’ in which the band 
that became world famous under Gilmore’s 
leadership will render a programme of 
musical numbers consisting exclusively of 
compositions by that great bandmaster and 
composer. There is no doubt that such a 
tribute to the memory of Col. Giimore would 
meet with the promptest response from the 
thousands of St. Loulsans in whose hearts 
the renowned director was so loyally 
cherished. Coming also as atribute from his 
great band, the programme as proposed 
would be singularly appropriate, and 
calculated to make ‘‘Gilmore Day’’ a mem- 

rable ana impressive event in the history of 
he Exposition. 

Many of the late leader’s compositions 
were most widely known and deservedly 
popular,and there is a wide range of subjects 
from which to selecta programme for four 
concerts. They run from grave to gay, from 
solemn cantata to light fantasie, from the 
stirring strains of national patriotic themes 
to the tuneful music of ballads. That the

Should the plan as above be carried out, it 
will not be in the natureof a tenefit, but 
simply as au ‘‘remembrance’’ of the dead 
leader. The Gilmore Bahd hasalreaidy de- 
cidedupon a grand testimonial benefit for 
Mrs. Gilmore, to be ziven in St. 
Louis probably on Sunday, Oct, 
2%, In the shape of a sacred concert. 
The plan was talked over yesterday before 
Business Manager Laine left for New York. 
It came as an offer from the ‘‘Gilmore Hun- 
dred.’’ It will be remembered that last sea- 
gon there was a grand benefit performance at 
the close of the season, the proceeds of which 
went tothe members of the Gilmore Band. 
Those taithful followers of. the late leader 
now hope that Mrs. Gilmore wiil con- 
sent to their offer of a benefit, 
the proceeds to go to herself 
instead of tothe band. It isnot known .how- 
ever, whether \irs. Glimore will approve of 
such a plan or not, and until Manager Laine 
sees her it will not be put under way.

his bedside as a residentof Marissa. Some 
time duringthe nightan attempt was made 
to enter the residence of Willlam McDonald. 
The person that made the attempt must have 
been frightened away, ashe left a pocket- 
knife inthe window he hadtried to force 
open. The residence of Mrs. McDonald, a 
widow, was entered but the burglars secured 
nothing of value. They went away leaving 
the doors of the house wide open,

At an early hour this morning Supt. Byrnes 
and Inspector Williams arrived at Upper 
Quarantine aboard the Patrol. They were 
joined by Dr. Jenkins anda start was made 
for the lower bay, where they remained some 
time. 

Dr. Jenkins was landed at the pier at the 
upper station, justafter 9 o’clotk, and his 
face showed that there had been some new 
developments. When questioned Dr, Jenkins 
gravely said that there were two new cases 
on board the Bohemia. He had expected to 
move the steerage passengers from her 
yesterday, but the heavy gale of wind that 
was blowing prevented it being done. They 
will be moved to-day, however. 

The Board of Health bulletin tssued at 11 
o’clock this morning read: ‘‘No cases of 
cholera in this city since Sept. 19,’’

HAMBURG’S DEFECTIVE WATER AXD SEWER 


SYSTEMS AT FAULT. 


HAMBURG, Sept. 27.—Monday’s cholera fig- 
ures are: New cases, 197; deaths, 89; patients 
in hospitals, 2,137. Families who fled from 
the city in alarm are now returning to their 
homes, Anrewspaper correspondent in Ham- 
burg in describing the sewerage and water 
systems ofthe city says: 

‘*The cisterns are choked with solid mat- 
ter. In fact, the chain of pollution grows 
withevery link. The water in the riveris 
cleaner than that in the waterworks; there 


is Cleaner water in the waterworks than in 
the mains, and that in the mains Is cleaner 
than thatinthe houses, Only one thing was 
wanted. It was to provide an entrance or 
cholera poison into the water system. This 
was arranged. The intake is so situated at 
flood tide that matter from the sewage out- 
falls can reach it.’’ 

‘ihe correspondent’s points are graphically 
put. He says: 

‘*In Hamburg houses the sewage runs out 
at the basement and inagain at the roof 
aftera little tour of the river and water- 
works. This criminal state of things has 
been notorious for fifteen or twenty years. 
New water-works are planned, but Little else. 
They are not likely to become completed for 
two years. Whether they will be effective is 
a question fur engineers, but the fact stands 
that Altonatis in a worse position with regard 
to sewage, bul has escaped the scourge by 
virtue of having good waterworks.’’ 

NEW EPIDEMIC LAWS. 

BERLIN, Sept. 27.—At a meeting of the 
Board of Health, at which Profs.

Iowa Crops. 


Drs Mornes, Io., Sept. 27.—The closing 
bulletin of the season, issued to-day by the 
Iowa weather service, says the daily temper 
ature averaged 1l deg. above normal and the 


rainfall was generally very light, thus 
hastening theripening of belatedcorn. The 
bulk of the crop is now beyond 
danger of frost. There will be, 
however, more than the usual amount 
of soft and shrunken corn. The area planted 
this year was nearly 6,500,000 acres, which 
was materially reduced by the heavy rains 
early in the season. The bureau estimates 
the total yield to be not more than 175,000,000 
bushels, or nearly two-thirds of an average 
crop, or about one-half of last year’s crop.

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Dr. Mathews Almost Certain to Be at 
Centenary—A Mission Board. 


When Rev. John Matbews came down town 
yesterday, asis his custom on Mondays, he 
lingered around the streets long enough to 
shake hands with many of his friends, and 
the question was fired at him on all sides, 
‘‘are you going back to Centenary?’’ To 
several friends who stopped him in front of 
Mermod & Jaccard’s, he expressed himself 


freely on the subject, saying that it ts his 
conviction that he will not be removed from 
St. John’s Church at this’ time, 
he admitted that 
of leading members. of 
church have been apprehensive of such a 
change, and have expressed to him their ob- 
jection to it. Nevertheless, it seems to be ex- 
ected among the Methodists of tne city that 
. will be returned to Centenary, where he 
will have an opportunity to preach to vast 
audiences such as fiiled that cnurch during 
his four years’ pastorate there. But fora 
strong pressure which was brought to bear 
upon the Bishop who presided at the last 
meeting of the st. Louls Conference, he would 
have been returned to Centenary Church last 
fall. Thecongregation there very much de- 
sired him returned to them, but the 
St. John’s people made ae special 
and determined effort to retain him 
and succeeded in inducing the Bishop to send 
him back to them. Although Dr. Mathews 
did notthen interfere in any way, and has 
not since discussed the matter even with his 
best friends, it is now stated on good author- 
ity that to be sent back to Centenary Chureh 
and given ano.heriour years of opportunity 
to preach to the masses of the city, would be 
very agreeable to him. Thechurch will seat 
about 1,800 people. it isthe lergest Protestant 
church Inthe city, and, being located con- 
veniently in the down town djistrict, it 
has always been a popular place of worship 
for strangers and visitors. Dr. Mathews’ 
friends contend that he ought to be placed at 
Centenary by the conference in order that 
the crowds which attend upon his ministry 
may have opportunity to hear him, S&t. 
John’s Church is too small to accommodate 
his audiences. The membership there is 
large enough to fillevery pew inthe church 
whenever they are disposed to attend, heace 
there is not much room for Outsidvrs. Now 
that it is generally understood tiat 
Dr. Woerlein is to be the _ presiding 
elder of the West St. Louls District 
anithat the Centenary pulpli will be sup- 
plied by some one else, tuere is an open, 
though not organ.zed, movement amony the 
friends of Dr. Mathews to have iim ap- 
pointed, and itis NMkely that a petition will 
be presented to the Bishop with thac end in 
view.

LIGHTNING’S QUZER FREAK IN A BROOK- 
LYN KENNEL 


———<—— 


Several Valuable Dogs Destroyed—Last 
Night’s Battles-The Smith-Siddons 
Fight—Base Ball Players’ Prospects 
Growing Darker—The Foot-Ball Out- 
look in the East—Sporting News. 


New York, Sept. 27.—Lightning did 
strangely fatal work at the kennels of the 
Brooklyn Gun Club, Smithtown, L. I., during 
Saturday’s violent thunder storm. It re- 
sulted in the electrocution of sixteen hunting 
dogs with long pedigrees. As all of the mem- 
bers owned valuable dogs that were to be 
quartered on the club’s preserves during the 


| shooting season,a row of kennels was con- 


structed on the brow ofa hillatthe rear of 


the club-house,. They were placed twenty 


| feet apart. A strong steel wire was stretched 
from 


the top of each kennel, and 
thicker wire, forty feet distant, ran parallel 
with the kennels. Each dog was attached to 
the wire on its kennel by a metal collar about 
its neck, achainanda ring. The ring and 
chain allow the dogs to move forty feet from 
their kennels without being able to fight with 
one another, Duringthe storm a stroke of 
lightning struck the larger wire and commu- 
nicating to the dogs by the individual wires, 
chains and metal collars, killed sixteen of 
them. One ofthe dogs destroyed was the 
red Irish setter Lord Chumley, belonging to 
Gen. Wingate, This dog was valued at $1,000. 
A rare breed of Dachshund, the property of 
Dr. Aten, was also killed. 

John Downer, steward of the club, who had 
charge of the dogs, heard a terrible clap of 
thunder and saw the lightning’s blinding 
flash. This was instantly succeeded by a 
chorus of yelps and howls. Then all was 
still. Downerrantothe Kennels to findthe 
dogs dead, with their necks under their 
collars seared as if by a hot tron. 


THE RING,

lie was born in Braintree, Mass., June 16, 
1869.
